Opinion 

D1 describes a primer composition comprising 1. siloxane, 2 acrylic resin, 3. catalyst and 4. 
a silane or partial hydrolysate thereof. The siloxane of D1 is not an alkoxy functional siloxane, 
see page 2, in example 1 a polydimethylsiloxane is mentioned. The silane hydrolysate could 
in fact be identical with the siloxane of present claim 1 . Concerning the acrylic resin of D1 , this 
could also comprise hydroxy functions, which could react with an alkoxy functional resin, 
contradictory to the proviso concerning the acrylic resin in present claim 1 . The present 
application is thus novel. 

Concerning inventivity, D1 discloses (i) a siloxane without alkoxy or hydroxy groups and (ii) 
a silane or partial hydrolysate thereof. Examples of hydrolysates are polyethyl silicate (= 
ethoxy siloxane) and polypropyl silicate (= propoxy siloxane), which are branched and thus 
are likely to fall under the definition of the present alkoxy siloxane. Cone, the acrylic polymer, 
D1 also discloses hydroxy acrylates, which could react with the present siloxane, thus 
contradictory to the proviso of present claim 1 and teaching away from the present invention. 
There is no indication in D1 that an acrylic resin without such reactive groups could be 
advantageous. The present application thus seems to fulfil the requirements of Art 33(3) PCT. 
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
